Defective Hearing in Children. 
From the Vienna Neue Freie Presse. 

Dr. Weil, of Stuttgart, has during the last 
yeurs exumined 4,500 school-children in re- 
ference to their bearing. The examination, 
which included boys and girls of ail social 
classes, yielded the following results: (1) 
A normal ear can in a quiet neighborhood 
hear whispering of ordinary louduess ata 
distance of twenty to twenty-five metres; (2) 
defecis of hearing are exceeding'y commou— 
in the public schools 30 per cent of toe child- 
ren were found to have imperfect hearing in 
one ear, While a still lareer percentage were 
found not normal; (3) among the child- 
ren of well-to do parents the figures are 
more favorable than among those of the 
poor; (4) the percentage of defective hearing 
increases with age; (5) country schools yield 
relatively better re-ults than city schools. 
Most of tuose whose hearing had been found 
abnormal had never been subjected to any 
treatment, and many had no suspicion even 
of their failing, just as in cases of color- 
blindness. Not afew of these children had 
been considered and treated as “‘iaattentive;” 
and justice demands that in future every 
‘inattentive’ child be examinea with re- 
ference to its ears.

PULLMAN’S PRIVILEGES. 


The Palace Car Controverry with the Gould 
Svuthwestern Management. 

The opening up of an important week’s bus- 
iness in the United States Circuit Court was 
marked this morning by a distinguished gath- 
ering of the barinthe Federal Court-room. 
Shortly after 11 o’clock the judges’ entrance 
disclosed the portly forms of Justice Miller, 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
in Oscar Wilde coat, and Judge McCrary 
approaching the bench followed by Judge 
Treat. The session was at once begun by the 
call of the special case ferthe dav, viz: The 
Pullman Palace Car Company against the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railread Companv Judge Portis 
stepping to the front presented Hon. John C 
Brown, ex-Governor of Tennessee, 
his associate counsel representing the Mis- 
souri Pacific Company, for enrolimentin this 
court. That formality was gone through and 
then Gen. Noble, who represents the Pullman 


Palace Car Company, announced that 
Mr. Isham of Chicago wonid be asso 
ciated with him in the case. Mr. 
Isham is a former law-partner of 


Robert Lincoln, and isin the front rank of na- 
tional barristers. He is a gentleman of com- 
manding presence, with a full face ana form, 
indicatiny good living and a substantial share 
of life’s comforts. The avoirdupois talent of 
Federal court practitioners is proverbial 
througnout the land, a plea for the harmony 
of flesh and brain power. 

Gen. Noble made the opening statement of 
the case. The hearing to-day was upon the 
motion ofthe Pullman Car Oompany for an 
| interlocutory injunction against the Missouri 
Pacitic management, pursuant to a 1estrain- 
| ing order already granted by the court which 

temporarily restrained tre use of 
| Wagner sleeping and drawing room 
cars upon the Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain lines, otherwise rhe Gould Southwestern 
system, and restrained any interference with 


the running of the Pullman cars over those 
| lines, The railroad company had 
| flled 1 demurrer to the Pullman 


|Company’s bill. There were originally two 
| agreements in force with the Pullman Com- 
panv—a contract with the Missouri Paciric 
Pailroad Company, and a contract with the 
Iron Mountain and Southern Railroad Com- 

any. The latter contract expired November 
20, 1881, but the Missouri Pacific agreement 
still remained in full force and effect. 
That contract granted to the Pullman com 
pany the exclusive right for the running and 
use of Pullman cars over the Missouri Pacific 
lines. The precise wording was: ‘‘Over its 
roads and such roads as it may control by 
lease, Ownership or otherwise, or such roads as 
it may have running arrangements with.’’ 
The main point in the controversy is that 
the M-ssouri Pacific Railroad Company ob 
tainedcontrol of the Iron Mountain system 
before the expiration of the Pullman contract 
with the latter road. The Jay Gould syndi 
ente obtained control of the Iron Mountain 
road when the Allen interest was sold and 
Complered the Gould control of 
the Sonthwestern system. Officers ot the Mis- 
svuri Pacific road were placed in control and 
management ofthe fron Monntain line. In 
October last according to this arrangement 
the Missouri Pacific became the owner and 
holder of 218,888 shares of Iron Mountain 
capi' #1 stocd, leaving Only 1,794 shares out 
standing. 

Tue osition taken by the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Company is that the owvershipof a 
majority of Iron Mountain stock does not 
necessarily place the company in control of 
the affairs of the corporation, and therefore 
does not compel them to recognize the Pull- 
man contract.

jury, Judge Laughiiu asked, Gentlemen, 
have you agreed upon a vercict?’’ 

The foreman arose and said: Four 
Honor, we have failed to agree 
upon a verdict, and there is no possibility of 
arriving at one. A murmur ran through 
t he audſtorium, which was crowded tothe rail- 
ing. The jury was then discharged when it 
was ascertained thatit was absolutely im- 
possible to arrive at a verdiet- When they 
retired at 3 o’clock last Saturday afternoon, a 
ballot was taken after a little discussion and 
the vote of six for conviction of murder in the 
first degree and six for acquittal was found to 
be the sentiment of the twe ve. 

This was followed by an exciting debate, 
each juryman arguing for his own convic- 
tions. A nuinber of ballots were taken, one 
of which was seven for conviction of murder 
in first degree, two for murder in thé second 
degree aud three for acquittal. The discus. 
sion was againtakenup and a heated argu- 
ment resulted. They resumedthe debate at 
8 o’clock this morning, but the three for 
acquittal had argued and heard arguments and 
were firmiyv convinced that they were right. 
It was thoughttbat a compromised verdict 
might be had but for Messrs. Murrav, Hedges 
and King, who said upop weighing the evi- 
agence and considering the instructions they 
thought the boy fired the shot in self defense 
and thev would not consent to vote any bun- 
ishment upon «im. The firmness for convic- 
tion on the part of some of the jurors was 
severely criticized by those of a different ver- 
suasion. The nearest approach toa verdict 
was nine for conviction of murder 
in the first degre , when the 
two voting for the second degree waived their 
conclusions and voied with the otner seven, 
and the originalthree for uequittal. When 
calied into courtthev were in this condition. 
and there ves conclusive evidence that the 
jurors would not agree. When some ofthe 
jurymen found that no new arguments were 
to be advanced they gave notice of their 
own conviction. and turned the play cards

culty upon himself, or was it witbout his 
seeking thatit resulted?

bean the Yankee makes an important addi- 
tion to the mass of evidence as to his good 
sense, for any man, no matter what bis sec- 
tional environment, who does not like beans 
when proporly baked is too much of a fool to 
be useful even asajuryman or an 2zsthete. 
But the reputation of the bean itself in its 
natural state is suddenly in danger, for some 
one has claimed that a small bug that likes to 
burrow a place of residence under the skin 
of the bean and then die is poisonous when 
eaten. Whatis to de done? It is a general 
supposition that Congress can cure all ills 
that threaten the community; but the 
bug in the bean, although not specially 
shielded by the constitution, cannot be dis- 
lodged by legislation. The old and favorite 
New Eugland cure-all of a day of humiliation 
and prayer might be tried, but that would 
imply fasting, and fasting means one day 
less Of beans. The only remedy seems to be 
to peel each individual bean and thus remove 
the bug. This would increase the price of a 
dish that has heretofore been as economical 
as itis palatable; but, onthe other hand, the 
very fact of greatly iucreased cost would be 
sure to make the baked bean a highly fazh- 
ionable viard and thus exert upon the world 
at large a New England influence that up to 
date has been felt only in America.

It was the express 
train, or what they call here the schnell zug. 
To have absorbed all of this time on an Eng- 
lish mailtrain, or a fast express train in 
America, which averages about fifty miles an 
hour, we should have accomplished over 700 
miles, but I understand that the distance 
between the two cities is less than 300 
miles. Hence it will be seen that the German 
express trains are anything but fast, and to 
us Americans, who would be glad to travel 
by electricity, are terribiy slow and tedious. 
It seemed all the time as if the puffing little 
engine was pulling us up some steep grades 
with a small pressure of steam, or that we 
were on some funeral train which was travel- 
ing at a slow rate of speed in deference to 
the feelings of the mourners on board. Were 
there to be a collision of two of these schnell 
zugs traveling in 1 directions, I veril 

believe that all the damage sustained wou! 

be put to rights by an expenditure of a few 


dollars in repairing the cow-catchers. 
The slow trains which stop at every 
little station, and known as the 


personnen zugs, are patronized largely by 
those who are economical in their expendi- 
tures, and whose time is of little account. 
The fare on them is about 20 per cent less 
than on the schnell zugs, and they crawl over 
the ground so slow thata man could easily 
jump off of one and recover bis lost hat and 
then overtake the train before it could get 
twenty rods away. Perhaps this slow rate 
of traveling is owing to the system adopted 
by all German railway companies in paying 
theiremployes. Their wages are a mere pit- 
tance as compared to the wages paid in 
America to employes of the same grade. Lo- 
comotive engineers receive onlv $225 to $340 
per year, conductors $160 to $180 per year, 
brakemen from $140 to $165 per vear, road- 
keepers and switchmen $130 to $160 and $180 
per year. In addition to these small salaries 
they are paid small amounts as perquisites 
which help to increase, though not to a large 
amount, the sums annually received. The 
engineer gets a percentage on the number 
of kilometers he runs his en- 
gine during the year, and being 
allowed a certain amount of coal and oil for 
a prescribed number of kilometers, he is 
paid a percentage of thirty-five per cent 
premium on what he saves on coal and about 
fifteen per cent on oil, so he has a strong pe- 
cuniary inducement to be as economical as 
possible in running his engine and uses as 
little fuel and oil as necessity will require. It 
is to this economyonthe part of engineers in 
the saving of coal, and not keeping up a suf- 
ficient head of steam, that the slow rate of 
railway traveling is mainly attributed. The 
sum total paid the engineer for hi vear’s la- 
bor, including salary, mileage, percentage on 
coal and oil saved, and for extra labor that 
he may perform in the machine shop, seldom 
amotnts to over $500 or $550a year. The 
conductor, whois also allowed a percentage 
on the number of kilumeters he travels over 
ina year, receives in all about $400 to $450; 
secoud and third-class conductors, who act 
as brakemen, and whose perquisites are 
little or nothing, only get sbout 5250 or $275.

QUEER FOOD. 


Some Peculiarities of Different Nation- 
alities Named. 
From the New York News. 


The Germans of New York have stores in 
which specially Teutonic delicacies are 
vended. ried, or rather, smoked, goose is 
an odd feature of these. Smoked geese 
come from Pomerania, where their living 
originals are raised in large flocks. They are 
plucked for their down, and then killed. cut 
in sections, very slightly salted and smoked. 
Pomeranian goose, however, costs twenty- 
five cents a pound, and is esteemeda great 
dainty among German epicures. 

There are acouple of stores here where 
Spanish edibles are dealtin. These consist 
chiefly of nuts and dried fruits. Dried goat- 
meat forms a favorite feature. It is pre- 
pared very much as our dried beef is. The 
Spaniards seem to rely more on their pecu- 
liar methods of cooking what they eat than 
on any peculiarity of the food itself. The 
“een gree ofthe French food stores are 

eyond comparison. The queszlon in regard 
to them is not what they do, but what they 
do not sell. There is probably nothing from 
a section of boiler iron oracobble stone down 
to a crooked pin or a broken horse shoe nail 
that a Frenchman can not provide a dressing 
for to make it appetizing. An odd feature of 
the French shop to an American is the horse 
meat department. They all dealin horse- 
flesh, both fresb, dried and salted. Horse- 
fiesh sausages, made, or supposed to be 
made, in Lyons, ana called Lyons sausages, 
are very popular. Sausages made of a com- 
pound of asses“ flesh, pork and Veal also have 
an extensive sale. 

Sharks’ fins, dried. are sold in every 
Chinese shop ia New York. They are im- 
ported from China. There are three kinds, 
of which the best are the fins of the white 
shark. These are worth $350a pound. The 
poorest kind, which is known as black shark 
tins,is sold for half as much, and even less. 
Shars's fin is a popular dainty among China- 
men. itis salted and dried for export, and 
looks like a section of whalebone when raw, 
but boiled in water agelatinous substance is 
extracted which isesteemed very savory. A 
species of siew made of sbark’s fin, dried 
oysters, rice and peppers is a champion 
Chinese dish. Dried oysters are ordinary 
bivalves, extracted from the shell, dipped in 
salt and strung on strings to dry in the sun. 
They come from China, and look for ali the 
worid like figs. John Chinaman infinitely 
prefers them to the fresbest of fresh oysters 
he can buy here. Mussels, conks and clams 
are preserved by him in the same way. 

The famous bird’s nest is also a feature of 
any respectable shop in Mott street. It is 
queer stuff to look at, fer it rather resembles 
gravel than anything vegetable or animal, 
and tastes a little like gum arabic. The nests, 
it seems, are dried and rubbed into these 
fragments in the hand, when they are packed 
for transportation. Bird's nest is worth from 
$10 for the commoner variety to $25 a pound 
for the best. It is essentiailv a luxury, fora 
pound of it will only make soup for at most 
forty people, so that it rates higher than 
turtle soup in the dearest season. Another 
dainty which Ah Sin has to have imported 
all the way from China is dried cabbage. 

Some sc re or sont contributors toa French 
sporting journal dined one day upon the ham 
and heart of a lion, killed by Constant Cheret 
in Aigeria. The flesh of the lion was found 
to be particularly firm and close-grained, 
like that of a horse, but although prouounced 
palatable, ii only achieved what is termeda 
succes a’estime, “hile the heart, skillfully 
prepared wih truffles, was unanimously voted 
tough and iudizestible.

The Head of the Chouteaus. 
**Gath’’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Speaking to Mr. .Chouteau, of St. Louis, 
yesterday, the representative of the ancient 
family of that name which settled the site of 
St. Louis and led the fur trade on the Mis- 
souri before the Americans gotin, and who 
is now manufacturing iron and steel at St. 
Louis, he said in response to my question: 
Ves, I have been in France, hunting up the 
homes of my pe ple. They were from Na- 
varre, in the vicinity of Pau, and had to leave 
when the edict of Nantes was revoked. There 
were two kinds of French settlers in 
Amoerica—those who came direct from France 
to Louisiana, and those much earlier, who 
setiledin Canada. The Louisiana settiers were 
Monarchists, knowing not much about any 
other kind of Government. Their system of 
settlement continued this theory and prac- 
tice. Butin Canada there was what you 
may call a patriarchial democracy, a sysiem 
of patriarchial government, in which was 
almost perfect equality. The Canadians, 
mingling with the Indians, and being hardy 
hunters and trappers, soldiers, explorers, 
etc., became in that energelic climate the 
most successful type of the French colonist 
ever seen. And those people traversed all 
our Western States, and left some posterity 
in them.“ 

Speaking of the literature of the French in 
America. Mr. Chouteau said, The writings 
of Mr. Parkman, of Boston, are very credit- 
able; and I am glad to see such general activ- 
ity in our historical societies, and even in the 
local organizations and in families, to pr 
serve everything that attaches to our pro- 
genitors.““

Probable Murder—Fatal Explosion—Other 
Items of Interest. 


Jack Pierce, a young man with an unsavory 
reputation, and until Saturday night engaged 
as switchmafi in the Louisville and Nashville 


yards, will in all probabilities die, 
and the rapidly Swelling list. of 
murderers in East St. Louis re- 
ceive an addition to their number. 


Jake Baker, the would be murderer, is a col- 
ored man, regarded as a desperate charac- 
ter when aroused, and is a successful! fugitive 
from justice, with little prospect of his cap 

ture so far as East St Louis is concerned. The 
colored portion of the city’s population gave 
a ball Saturday night at Baker's house on 
Third street and Division avenue, to which 
Pierce staggered, well under the influence of 
liquor about 2 o’clock Sunday morning, atter 
spending the night with afew companions in 
a drunken carouse. Baker objected to the 
familiar manner in which Pierce add: essed 
some of the female guests, aud ordered Pierce 
out of the house. Pierce showed a di-position 
to fight instead of complying with the request, 
and after considerabie bickering found him- 
self outside the door with Baker. The quarrel 
was renewed and Baker pulled outa revolver 
and tired twice, one of the balls taking effect 
in Pierce’s abdomen. Baker immediately dis- 
appeared and has not been heard of since. 
Pierce was carried to his home near by and 
Dr. Winton summoned, who pronounced the 
wound probably fatal. The bullet was ex- 
tracted yesterday, having entered the right 
side, passing through the stomach and lodging 
directly under the skin below the pit of 
the stomach. This morning Pierce is in a 
very critical condition, the greater portions 
of the body being paralyzed, and suffering 
acute pain from the bullet wound. B. F. 
Boyd and Jerry Clarke, two colored eye 
witnesses, were arrested, but were not con- 
nected with the shooting. 


The East St. Louis Rendering Works pre- 
sents a dilapidated appearance this morning, 
fragments of the building and muchinery be- 
ing scattered promiscuousiy around the 
neighborhood in whith the building stood. 
Shortly after noon yesterday & terrific explo- 
sion resounded throughout the town and si 
multaneous with itthe rendering works were 
ecattered in ruins and John Cuszui was hurled 
into eternity, and Jerome Tyler received in- 
jures which proved fatal at 7 o'clock last 
evening. John Meferhofer was severely 
scalded, but his injuries are not likely to 
prove fatal. The cause of the explosion is 
shrouded in mystery. hieb is not likely to be 
unraveled, That the material of which the 
boiler which exploded was made was 
considered too — thin for the pres- 
sure, is about the only theory 
ndvanced to explain the explosion. 
Coroner Bader was summoned and commenced 
an inquest on the bodies. Expert testimony 
has been procured and an investigation of the 
whole affair will be entered into The result 


from all blame.

The Historic Trial of Garfleld’s Ass as - 


sin—What it Cost the Gov- 
ernment. 


On Saturday, July 2, 1881, James A. Garfield, 
President of the United States, was shot down 
in the Baltimore depot at Washington, in one 
ofthe most wanton and cowardly assassina- 
tions known to history, the dastard being 
Charles Jules Guiteau, a quasti-politician, 
gemi-religious fanatic, half lawyer and, 
as a whole, an exemplification of the concen. 
trated essence of wickedness that the world 
has ever seen. While the President was re. 
moved to the White House the ass was in- 
stantly arrested and taken post haste to the 
district jail, a circumstance which 
peolonged his miserable life a year, as he 
would have been torn in pieces had he not 
been put under a heavy guard. This was act 
one, and the long dreary period of suffering 
from that time until the death of the Presi- 
dent at Francklyn Cottage, Elberon, near 
Long Branch, N. J., on September 19th, need 
not be recalled. It was an episode of varying 

GLOOM AND BRIGHTNESS, 
and the public pulse beat lightly one day, 
only to be measured by despair the next, un- 
til at last hope was gone, and the nation had 
accepted its great affliction. 

In this issue is presented, in a pictorial 
way, tne arch villain in three phases of his 
life. First, is a representation of 
Guiteau at the age of twenty. 
In the close, gimlet eyes, the heavy, obtrusive 


nose, low forehead and thickly cut, straight 
=e there are precocious suggestions of the 

ckedness which afterwards developed 87 
woetully, and whose prominent traits were 
more fully demonstrated in the cast of his 
head, taken by Clark Mills, the sculptor, some 
six weeks ago. Bill Sikes could never have 
been éntellectuaiized out of his brutality, and 


the experiment failed with Guiteau; 
his sanity arrogance, bad faith, cruel 
selfishness and intolerance were 


perhaps etherealized, and his vicious traits 
made him more dangerous. The theory of iis 
insanity was correct perhaps in one sense, 
but it was the insanity ensuing from the con- 
centrated essence of vanity and wickedness 
His self-esteem had been badly injurea by the 
refueal to give bim a fat office, and he reveng- 
ed his injured pride by taking the life of one 
of the best executive officers the country ever 
had. Of Guiteau, in propria persone, the 
public has had an uwful surteit and it is not 
apposite to dwell upon him any further. On 
October 14 he was arraigned before the Crim. 
inal Oourt at Washington and after pleading 
not guilty,’’ was taken back to jail. 
HISTORY OF THE TRIAL. 

On November li the trial began in earnest: 
Three days were occupied in selecting the 
jury, a much shorter time than was generally 
expected. District Attorney Corkhill opened 
ior the Government and the prosecution then 

ut its witnesses on the stand, Secretary 

laine being among the first, and the familiar 
story of the assassination of President Gar- 
Meld was told under oath. The Government 
osed its evidence on the 2lst of November, 
pndtwo days later the examination of wit- 
nesses for the defense began. Among the 
witnesses was Guiteau, who went on the stand 
on the 2%th of November. After a short exami- 
nation by Mr. Scoville, he was subjectedtoa 
most severe cross-examination by Judge Por- 
ter, which lasted until the 2d of December. 
President Arthur, being too busy to attend 
court, answered a series of questions which 
were put to him by the counse! for the de. 
Guiteau’s sister, Mrs. Sco- 
le, and his brother, John Wilson 
uiteau, aleo went on the stand in 
his behalf. On the 7th of December the Gov- 
ernment began its revuttai testimony, and 
conciuded on the 8d of January. Tue argu- 
ments on the prayers for instractions to the 
began on January 7, aud occupied three 
days, when Judge Cox announced the course 
6 would follow in instructing the jury. Oa 
the 12th Mr. Davidge opened the argument to 
the jury, and spoke two days. Seoviile began 
his a: gument on the 16th, and spoke five days. 
Guiteau occupied the Zlst with the reading of 
his long adaréss, which the court decided to 
admit. Judse Porter began onthe 22nd with 
the closing argument and finished on the 25th. 
Judge Cox’scharge was then givenjto the jury, 
whoin half an hour returned a verdict of 
guilty. 

The lawvers connected with the case were 
Dietriot Attorney Corknill, Judge K. Porter, 
of New York, and Walter Davidge, E-q ,of 
Washington, for the prosecution. The aetend 
ant’s counsel were, at the Lewinning, George 
W. Scoville, ot Chicago, brother-in-law of 
Guiteau, and Leigh Robinson, of Washington, 
the latter being assigned by the court. On the 
Sist ot November, Mr. Robinson. however, 
withdrew, and Mr. Scoville appeared alone 
in the case untilthne 24th of December, when 
Charles H. Reed, of Chicago, appeared as as- 
sistant conn-el for the defeuse 

During the whole course of the trial Guiteau 
has continually interrupted the proceedings 
and at times became almost violent. On the 
29th ot December, * order of the court he 
was placed for the first time in the dock like 
an ordinary prisoner, but this did not stop 
him inthe least. During the last few days he 
has been unusuaily irritable and nervous in 
his speeches. 

At one time the {illness of Juror Wormley 
threatened to bring the proceedings to a sum- 
mary end, while onthe 19th of December the 
desth of the wife of Juryman Hobbs proved a 
sad break in the trial. 

Since Guiteau’s incarceration two attempts 
have been made on his life. The first was by 
Sergeant Mason, who fired iato hits cell window 
On the night of Sunday, Septembea ll, and the 
other by acountryman nam d Bill Jones, who 
on Saturday afternoon, November 19, fired 
into the vanin which Guiteau was being con- 
veyed tothe jait. Both men were arrested. 
— attempts proved narrow escapes for Gui- 

au. 

The trial lasted sixty-nine days, or ten days 
less than Garfield's illness. 

On Saturdav, Guiteau was sentenced tobe 
hanged June 30—just two days before the an- 
niversary ot the shooting ot the President. A 
motion for a new trial was overruled, and the 
last hope isin an appeal tothe District Court 
in banc, but bis counsel do not lay a thread of 
hope in that direction. The sentence will un- 
doubtedly be curried out upon that date. 
Guiteau’s behavior at the close of the trial 
was more outreveous than ever, aud he 
reviled all who were concerned in the prosecu- 
tion, and even a uumber of his friends came 
in for a share of his abuse. 

JUDGE AND JURY. 

Judge Walter 8. Cox, the presiding judge, 
is one of the best known jurists inthe East 
and is aged 57. His standing was acquired 
from practice in Maryland and the District, 
and he is thoroughly conversant with their 
civil and criminal Jaws. He graduated at 
Georgetown College and afterwards at Cam 
bridge, and is at present law lecturer at the 
Columbian University. He was appointed to 
an associate T. ot the Supreme Oourt 
of the District of Columbia by President Haves, 
under the act of !87¥increasing the number 
of that branch of the judiciary. He is regarded 
as one of the purest, most upright and dis- 
criminating members of the bench, and he 
certainly has given the defense more than or- 
dinary latitude in his rulings.

This has been vitiated somewbat dur 
ing the closing part of the trial by some very 
questiouable proceedings. Mr. Scoville isa 
member of the bar at Chicago. His 
wife, the sister of Gniteau, was present 
atithe proceedings from the start and is a mild 
faced and amiable- Oman. whose 
agony demonstrated itsel sely at times. 
In this connection it might be stated that 
John W. Guiteau, the p s brother, a 
business man of Boston, but no very dis- 
tinctive traits, was p „ and, with his 
sister, testified to the 1 ofthe prisoner, 
and came in for a big Share of abuse from 
him. Mrs. Scoville had her little girl with her, 
whose pretty and affectionate ways attracted 
much attention. 

Charies H. Reed was Scoville’s associate 
counsel during the last half of the trial, and 
is a member of the Chicago bar. He thus de 
tines bis position: 

went into the case at the earnest solicita- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs Scoville, and teeling it my 
duty to see thatthe man had a fair trial as fur 
as I could aid in securingit. Every person ac- 
ensed of crime in this country is entitled to 
the benefit of a fair defense. I do not propose 
to take up any timein securing an appeal and 
arguing the case before the courtin banc. I 
have not the time to do it. I have other mat 
ters that occupy my attention.“ 

For the prosecution District Attorney Cork- 
Al was presumptively the head. He is a man 
of fair ability, and no doubt answers all the 
raquirements of his office in the District. 
In the present case he has been 
given peculiar prominence. He is about 42 
years of age, and the engraving will give a 
good idea of his personal appearance There 
is no doubt, however, as to the prosecution 
being chiefly under the direction of Judge J. 
K. Porter, of New York, who attained great 
prominence during the famous Beecher trial. 
tie was submitted during the trial to a con- 
stant and running fire ot abuse 
from Guiteau and bore himself 
in admirable good temper. His closing 
speech was a scathing review ofthe motives 
and the hypocrisy of the prisoner. 

Mr. Walter Davidge was recognized as one 
of the ablest counsel in connection with the 
trial. He did but little of the cross-examina- 
tion, but his influence was evidenced trom the 
frequent references and consultations in 
which the other counsel spoke to him. ˖ 

ATTEMPTS ON GUITEAU’S LIFE. 

Of course Guiteau did not escape without 
several very close calls upon his life, and at 
such times he forgot bis inspiration and Deity 
cue and acted like the veriest craven. On 
the very day of his arrest a crank, named 
sethud, was arrested forasort of attempt

to reach the prisoner. Subsequentiy, 
soon after Sergeant Mason, one 
of the guard of L. 8. soldiers 


at the jatl, sent a rifle- shot throughethe window 
of Guitean’s cell at which he was standing; it 
came within an ace of ending the matter, but 
as events proved very fortuuately did not hit 
the“ shining mark.“ Mason was put under 
arrest and showed no contrition for his act.

On November 19th, while Guiteau was being 
driven in the prison van from the court room 
tothe jail under charge of Marshall Perry, 
aman on horseback rodeup to it several 
times and looked in through the gratings. 
He finally located Guiteau and fired at him 
with arevolver.

—— but he escaped for the time being. 
ie was afterwards arrested, proving to be Bill 
Jones, arather seedy, red-faced individual.

the long baired type. He was found 
at his residence back of the Sol- 
diers’ Home near ueenstown, and had 


celebrated his exploit by a big drunk. Jones 
was after werds released on bail. At the jail it 
was discovered that Guiteau was unhurt save 
with the exception ofaslight scratchon the 
wrist. He was neariy frightened out of his 
seven senses and pieaded piteously for in- 
creased protection. 
THE EXPENSES OF THE TRIAL. 

What the trial will cost the Government 
cannot be positively stated. The fees for the 
jury will amount to $1,540, divided as follows: 
For five, $612; for four, $510; for three, $333 
Their board billfor seventy two, days at the 
National Hotel, together with that of the three 
bailiffsin attendance, will reach $5,000 or $3,500. 
For witnesses, including mileage, there has 
been paid out $8,078 85 O this sum 
$5,1¢9 85 was paid in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment and $2 889 for the defendant, and o 
the latter $389 25 wentto the Guiteau family 
and their connect‘ons. For reporting and 
printing the trial and papers used inthe case 
preparatory to the hearing it is estimated 
that 85,000 will be required. For seven deputy 
marshals used inthe halls and the chamber 


$1,302 willbe necessary. Thenthere are the 
miscellaneous expenses to cover, such as phy- 
sicians’ charges, medicine, chairs for the 
cou't-room and incidentals too numerous to 
mention, but which will take about $1,000 to 
cover. Tue fees to be paid to Judge Porter 
and Mr. Davidge rest with the department 
of Justice, but will probably be about $5,000 
each.

Attempt to Procare a veto The Mayor 
Will Sign the Ordinance—A Long 
Felt Need to be Supplied. 


For a long time before the Jefferson avenue 
bridge was finished residents along the line of 
the avenue and in the neighborhood of Lafay- 
ette Park had canvassed the matter of a street 
railroad north tothe FairGrounas. The ad- 
vantage of such a railroad through the thickly 
settled portions of Stoddard’s addition for 
reacning churches, schools, factories, Lafay- 
ette Park and Shaw’sGarden was very appar- 
ent, yet they found parties of knowledge 
and experience in the operation of 


steel railroads very averse to invest their 
moneyinthe building and operation of the 
pro d line. It woulo have, these parties 
said, for years to come, no regular and per- 
manent patronage. On Sundays and pleasant 
afternoons the cars would run toll, for a few 
hours, but would ve empty all the rest of the 
week, except fair week. Parties were at last 


foun who were willing to build 
and operate 4 first-eluss double 
track road from Geyer avenue to the 


Fair Grounds, provided a liberal franchise 
could be obtained from the city. During the 
autumn of 1880 an ordinance providing fora 
street railroad between the points named was 
introduced in the Council It was amended 
by requiring the road to be extended within 
three yeurs to Arsenal street, thus adding 
two miles of running distance to 
aroad already, as proposed of several miles 
of running di-tance. 

In this shape the ordinance passed both 
houses of the Assembly, ana received the 
a”proval of Mayor Overstolz. It required that 
its terms shoulu be accepted by the corpora- 
tors, and a bond filed within thirty days from 
its approval. The citizens who had originated 
the enterprise used every endeavor to have 
the ordinance accepted by the proposed in- 
corporators in this shape. They absolutely 
refused to have anything to do withit. They

Tebeau was prostrate on the ground, with the 
crowd brutaily kicking him and Mackcy bend- 
ing over him to give him another blow, when 
he jerked his self-raising revolver from his 
pocket and, lifting his arm, had the weapon 
within a foot of Mackay’s chin, when 
he pulled the trigger, sending the 
ball crushing through the ruffian’s jaw bone. 
The gang deserted their ‘*pal’’ after the shot, 
and Mackey ran to the sidewalk, but the ofti- 
cer followed and caugnt hold of him. The 
prisoner renewed the desperate struggle, 
which Tebeau could stand but afew minutes, 
weakening rapidly from the loss of blood. As 
Mackey turned on him again the officer placed 
his revolver against the man’s neck and fired 
again. Mackey tell to the ground, but Tebeau 
dragged him to the station-house. 
An ambulance was telegraphed 
for and with it Dr. Dorsett 
arrived. The first shot bruke the left jaw bone 
and the second, which entered the right side 
of the neck, came out an inch behind the left 
ear, just missing the carotid artery. 

Mackey was sent to the City Hospital for 
further medical attention and Officer Burns 
was detailed last night to keep watch until 
relieved at 11 o’clock this morning. ‘he 
wounded thug improved greatly during the 
night and this morning spoke freely on anv 
subject except the affray of Saturday pigbt. 
The inflammation which followed 
paleness after he was wounded 
has disappeared, and to-day he was in a verv 
g. od condition to recover with care and at- 
tention. The wound in the neck has a free 
discharge, which is a favorable sign in such a 
case. He ate as large a breakfast as couid be 
expected, but owing to the presence of the 
bullet in the throat he found swallow 
ing difficult, while hia fractured jaw prevented 
mastication. Officer Tebeau was excused from 
duty to recover trom the severe scalp wounds 
which he received. Besides these two cuts 
in the head and a lacerated hana, received 
from the strapof thecluh, which was wrenched 
from his grasp, the officer sustained nu further 
injuries.
